No, 7 - Estt. ( B ) (66 ) / 56 . — The Government of India 
have had under consideration for some time the 
possibility of improving the coverage and mode of 
collection of price quotations utilised in the compila 
tion of the wholesale price Index published by the 
office of the Economic Adviser to the Government of 
Indla with regard to agricultural items, the report 
of the Agricultural Prices Enquiry Committee has 
provided a basis for improvement. The quotations 
suggested by this Committee have been utilised in 
the compilation of an index with 1952 -53 as base , 
which is shortly to be issued . The quotations for non 
agricultural items were also revised after departmental 
enquiry . It is however considered desirable to investi 
gate thoroughly the suitability of the quotations for 
non - agricultural items in view of the changing pat 
ter of industrial production and to amend the index 
when the results of the investigation are available .
